CHANGES - IN | 
THE KREMLIN 


T is more than a fortnight 
since Moscow io 
announced a number of 
changes in the Soviet 
leadership. What lies be- 
hind these periodic moves is 
never immediately obvious 
and invariably they give 
rise to ‘conflicting specula- 
tion. Even now it is not. 
possible to state with cer- 
‘tainty the full import of the 
most recent changes. 
number of observations are, 
‘however, possible which 
give some insight to the 
‘actions of the Soviet 
leaders 
The removal of Mr Kirichenka

Its members 
held the chief offices in the 
‘executive Council of Minis- 
. ters and in the secretariat 
which controlled the party. 
Today the most: important 
* body in Russia is no longer 
the Presidium byt the 
secretariat. Until the pre- 
sent changes the Presidium, 
apart from Mr Khrushchev, 
included-—Mr—Mikoyan -and+ 
Mr Kozlov, at the head of 
the executive but not in the 
-secretariat, and Marshal 
Voroshiloy and Mr Schver- 
‘nik, both long-time puppets.
